‘The-ayowed purpose of socialism is to equitably | 
distribute a nation’s wealth. What it actually does is 
to spread the poverty. And, in the process, it does} 
an extremely effective job of destroying incentive,|

An illuminating example of that is found in aj 
T recent editorial in the Partland Oregonian. Some} 
time ago the Oregonian’s circulation manager car- 
ried on a coriespondence with a printer in Dorset, 
* England, and sent him a number of the paper's big | 
Sunday issues. Now, the printer writes, he and his| 
family have decided to emigrate to Oregon. They| 
plan to come in January, eveni though he has no as-| 
surance of finding a job and will be confronted by 
severe housing shortage when he reaches his new 
home. His reason for making so long and difficult 
a move is stated in this paragraph: "England today| 
is no place for yovhg people such as mine, who are 
ambitious. The days of private enterprise over here 
are numbered. Frustration and inertia have come 
in with a rush, and eveilyone emulates Mr. Micawber, 
just ‘waiting for something to turn up.’ It is a sorry 
picture, and not all due to the war. We shall be 
glad to pull out." 

That simple declaration goes straight to the 
heart of Britain's decay, and cuts deeper than reams 
of statistics and volumes of economic theory. Social-| 
ism means the triumph of the bureaucrat. It means 
that all the energies and resources of the nation be- 
come the property of the politicians in power. It 
means that the poor, no less than the rich, are getting 
poorer. Worst of all, it means that the individual 
Spirit and drive which created an empire on which 
the sun never set is rapidly being throttled to death. 

So the printer from Dorset is bringing his family 
to a nation where free enterprise still exists, and 
opportunity is open to all. Other English men and 
T women are emigrating by the thousands to Canada 
and elsewhere. They love the soil of England still,

mixture, and plenty of fresh 
water in order that they may 
produce sufficient milk for calf 
development. Keeping the cow 
herd in good condition during 
the grazing season will increase 
the 1949 calf crop. 

Calf Weights - Calf Grazing 
—Good quality heavy weight 
calves at weaning time are most 
profitable. The question is 
asked. “How many cows will a 
certain range carry?” The 
following gives an idea. Cows 
weighing 750 to 1000 pounds 
need 70 to 75 pounds of grass 
per day to maintain their body 
weight and raise a calf. This 
amount of grass contains about 
1-3 dry matter and-10 to 12 
pounds of digestive nutrients. 
Six to 8 pounds of digestive 
nutrients are needed to main- 
tain the cow daily and the re- 
maining nutrients are needed to 
produce 10 to 15 pounds of 
milk for the calf. Milk is the 
best calf food in the. world. 
Records show that calves on 
moderately grazed ranges are 
11 per cent heavier at weaning 
time than calves on heavily 
grazed ranges. This means that 
89 cows on moderately grazed 
ranges produced as many 
pounds of calf as 100 cows 
produced on heavy grazed areas. 
‘Look over your pastures and 
use your judgment as to the 
number of cattle they will 
support.
